»Medta collections are becoming increasingly important én all hace of 
libraries. As a result, courses emphasizing media and their uses have become 

-an integral part of the library education program. Library educators have also” 

‘ recognized the value of using media in their teaching, In addition, iatnany” 
science students are not only influenced by information presented concerning media 
and its ‘use, but also by eigiitee. Thus, the avai lability and use of media by 
library sinsatene ‘is important in the library eee ee program. To gather data 
on the aviilability a8 Seenotieneen of media for /Library instruction, the Media 
Research Coit Gens of the Teachers Section of vid Utbvory Education Division. of 
the American Library Association candunved a study of library schools in 1975. 

A questionnaire dinisned to determine the Seoee, nines and organization of the 
media collection in library edutation programs was developed by the Media Research 
Committee of the LED. This questionnaire was reviewed by the research committee 
of the LED and then sent to all institutional and associate inst {tutional members 
of the Association of American Library Schools. Whenever poasible, the quest ion- 
naire was sent to the Library School Librarian. In other Cases it was sent to 
ihe dean or director of the library education program. An 85% response was ° 

received. from the accredited sennolieg and a 63.9% response was received from the 


associate schools. e
